Tho TTddorzools Oonfeosion. 

Tlic famou.s insur.anco fraud iittom|)t- 
ed hy William E. Uddei-zook in 1873-1 
is revived liy the public.ition in tlio 
New York Ucvald of tho confession of 
tho man who died fiveyc.nrH ago, l(?iiv- 
ing a confession wliicli ho directed 
.should not bo pubHshed witiiin five 
yeurs after his death. Tho history of 
tlie ca.se i.s as folio w.s : — Udilerzook 
had ''acquired an iiiflucnee over ono 
W. S. GcsH, living near Baltimore, and 
life policies were written in Goss's case 
to tlio^amouub of $25,000,,, divided 
thus :— $10,000 in Travelers, ITar'tford 
§5,000 in Mutual Life, Xew York ; 
j?5,000 in the Coiitincntal, Hartford; 
and S-D,000 in tho Knickerbocker. 
Go.s.s was soon afterwards alleged to 
have been burned to death in a build- 
ing in Baltiuiore. A strange looking, 
darkened object, said to bo the' body of 
GosR, wa.s shown in jiroof. Tho suh- 
piciona of tho insurance men were 
aroused ; the alleged corp.so of Go.s.s 
was believed to be a purcliased •'cada- 
ver" or body procured from a grave- 
yard or a medical college ; and Dr. 
Lewis, the adjuster of i.' tho Travelers, 
was set to work upon tho case. These 
facts were finally elicited. LTdderzook 
and Gos.'! had married sistcr.s. I'ddei-- 
zook wa.s a mechanic living in B.ihi- 
uiorc. Ho and Goss arranged a plot 
to rob .the life insuranco companie.-i. 
iMrs. Gdss was to draw the money, 
and afterward.? she would be told that 
lier liu.sband was living, and then all 
iiands, having obtained tho money, 
were to "go \vest." In the comjianies 
we have named Goss procured the poli- 
cies above specified — aggregating §2!),- 
■000. Tho two men then hired a little 
building iri Baltimore, nominally as a 
machine shop, and set tho shop on fire 
— Gos.4 hurrying off, mullled up and 
hiding in other towns out of the state, 
whilo the ensuing suits were brought 
against the resistiirg companies. At 
length, after a long period of suspense, 
Uddorzook, who was^ Paying,., the pro- 
iniuraH, baffled by one failure after 
another in the salts against tho com- 
panies, got nervous about Gos.s, whom 
he was keeping more or less drunk, 
hidden in Newark, and planned to 
murder liim, to disposn of him, and 
finally did kill him in Bear'.s woods, 
near Jennerville, Pa., June 30, 1873. 
The remains were found and identified 
and much evidence waS' accumulated 
against Udderzook, who was arrested, 
tried, found guilty and hung Novem- 
ber 12, 187-k Ho reiterated his in- 
nocence on the scaffold and hoped liis 
dust might minglo in tho dust of his 
dear friend Goss.

The Attorriey-Genoral,- Mr. McCroight, 
Q. C, and Mr. A. R. Robertson, Q. C, 
represented the Crown. 
, Tho prisoners were represented by Mr. 
Thoo. Davie and Mr. . W. .Norman Bblo. 
'■ Tho Atfomsy-General said that tho real 
point to bo argued in this case ■n'as whe- 
ther commissions for courts of oyer and 
terminer and general gaol deliverj' aro 
necessarj' in this i'rovince or not. He 
submitted that there could be no possi- 
bility of the discharge of ' tho prisoners 
even if tho Court sustained tho conten- 
tions. of their counsel, because if the gaoler 
could show that lie had any one good 
Cfivuo for ^det^ning. ,thd ^, prisonors th cy 
would bo rbmaftdbd. .In tUis case the 
gaoler would hnvo no difficulty in sliowiiig 
such cause. 

Mr. Thoo. Davie informed the Court 
that when the application for tho rule was 
made it was not si'bmitted that the pri- 
soners should bo discharged, but that: the 
point referred to by'thjg^attorriey gotjeral 
should bo argued and. decided, in' order: to 
determine tho validity of the trial of tho 
prisoners. 

The registrar of tho court then road the 
return of the gaoler of Now Westminster 
embodying tho conunitnionts of the pris- 
oners and setting forth tho several indict- 
inents against" tho prisoners, the findings 
:6f',"tlio grand jury, and the'' .■v'drdict 
■and sentonco passed for tho murder of 
•(Jssher. 

. The iVttornoy-GoneraUhon proceeded to 
address the court contending that tho 
Supreme Court, by tho acts constituting 
it, has full jurisdiction in all pleas, and 
that a court presided over by one '''of '|tho 
judges is fully enipo'n'ored without aii'y 
auppleniontary power of conunission 
of Tiiit prius or oyer and terminer. If his 
contention in tliia respect were good it 
followed that the convictions now under 
consideration wore also good. Secondly ho 
submitted that if it wero held that commis- 
siorisarenecessary, then tlio Lieut. -Govern- 
or cannot issue thorn as it i« a prerogative 
vested in the sovereign or tho Governor- 
General as the represuntiitive of the sov- 
ereign. Again, if it were hold that com- 
missions issued Vjy tho Liout.-Govcrnor 
,were necessary and valid, then lie .sub- 
'^inittod the commission-issued JSTovember 
19th, 1879, wa.s good and yalidj^and that the 
'trial itiid 'conviction of th'o 'pris<$ii'ers"we'ro 
also good and valid by virt>io of that dorii- 
miasion. 

Tho learned counsel then cited at some 
length from the proclamation of Juno 8th 
1859, made by Sir James Douglas, creat- 
ing theSupronioGQurtwitligenei'al jurisdic- 
tion iaid'c'oWplete^cb«iizanco of/all pleas 
both civil and criniinal. He would state 
by a peculiar unanimity of opinion, he 
and his learned friends acting with him 
all agreed that there was no necessity for 
commissions to issue. Ho then referred 
to the introduction in tho Province of the 
common .law of England, but held that tho 
prqroga'ive^pD^ 

£ of tod ' there with'. 'Had tlioy i booh ' tho 
ieut. -Governor would have been en- 
abled to declare war and exorcise other 
extraordinary powers. He then reviewed 
the 'acts.felaUye to the appointment of 
the- two.*- jjuwn* judges of the. Supreme 
Court ;'ahd" pointed out that in the pro- 
clainatioii p£'.1869 nb; '.ceiiMl'. p,omt' . had 
been mentioned for the holding of the 
Supreme Court. Eacli of tho separate 
judges, liocotitended, was clotlicd with tlio 
same powers as wero previously exercised 
by tlio solo judge of tho Supreme Court 
—tlio present Chief Justice. The Court 
in past days' hadj^ sat at nuiuorous 
places en the tnainland-jjUuder the same 
commissions arid llad eke'rorsod the fullest 
jurisdiction m all matters. 

Mr. Justice Gr.iy— You mean to contend 
th.it itwas nothoccssary thenforacomniis- 
sion of m'si prius or oyer and terminer 
t'o' iastio for trials for murder. 

The Attorney^Genoral replied that that 
was the point he-intended to get at, and 
then proceeded'torcontond that tho terms 
"aBsi'^ea" and "Supreme Court" were 
synononxouB. The court, whiLit sitting at 
Richmond had exercised voi-y full juris- 
diction in equity, probate, Ac. 

The Chief Justice said tho attor- 
ney-general would _have „;no , difficulty 
in finding any nuittbiJj^.of wes.'ji^^^ 
eveiy class of jurisdiction had been exor- 
cised by the Court, biit he did not think 
that a single case could be found whero a 
grand jury found indictnients without a 
commission issuing. '",'' ,';•', ■ ' . 

The attorney-general : said that from 
ISCOto 1870 no commission of assize and 
-«f«iprtiM had been issued for, civil cases; 
that, during the same period, in criminal 
matters although a very largo number of 
assizes had been held Courts of 
<)i/er and <«:nfii/ier and general gaol deliv- 
eryhad been held in many instances when no 
commissioris had beea issued. Ho quoted 
the case of Arrhitage, tried for and found 
guilty of the murder of Clegg in 18G3, 
without any commission issuing to the 
Court. Ho referred to tho praclico in IStia 
and ttvo subsoquont years of is.suing eoni- 
misaions for a period of sis months, and 
duritig later years of issuing them ''froin 
time to time." In 1871 an assize had been 
held at New Westminster witiiout any 
conunission at all, and in 1872 thirteen as- 
sizes wero held without coniniissionH. For 
the assize held at Nanaimo in November 
1872 a commission was issued. 

Mr. Justice Gray— Yes; that was the 
assizb. at. which 'B.clirwaS.triedi fqi) murder. 

The Attorney-General — The contention" 
of tho other side is that a judge cannot 
sit in such cases without a commission; 
my contention is that he can — that a com- 
mission may or may not be issued at con- 
venience. 

Tho learned counsel tlion called at- 
tention to the, fact,., tiiit no .^'cimtnission 
issued for the assize in 1874 at which 

Schooley was tried for the murder of 
Forinaii. In 1875 no Ic.^s than 22 as- 
sizes were held without now commissions 
and in 1876 nine wero similarly hold, no 
commission having been issued between 
tho 25th April, 1874, and the 12th August 
18^6.,' Acco,rdying./td';..tKe iccords there 
were 13 assizes-; hold "iii '1877 and 1878, 
three without commission, no commission 
having been issued between tho 12th 
August, 187C, and 17th August, 1878, a 
period of over two years. In 1879,twolvo 
assizes took place without a commission. 

The Chief J ustice asked tho attorney 
general if it would surprise him if he wore 
to produce the commission for somo of 
the assizes for which he (the attorney 
general) had assorted no commission e.\- 
iated? .He could produce a, commission 
from a'tiri'^box in 'tho next rqom which it 
had beenass'e'rtedonone occasion never had 
existence, but which his lordship fortu- 
nately had in his possession at tho time. 
The attorney general appeared to bn la- 
boring under the impression that because 
the records did not state .that a commis- 
sion hid been issued' none really existed^

Mr. Justice Graysaid that, admitting the 
full jurisdiction Of the • Supreme Court, 
did it not follow that when tho civil and 
criminal law in existence in England in 
1858, was imported to the- colony of 
British Oolunibia in 18G7 that law bocanio 
a law of guidancer'and if a commission 
wero.neoessaiy f^r ,a court of oyer and 
terminer in Englaiid^Hv&t^it not necessary 
hero? 

Tlie 'Attorney-General said "no" and 
.submitted that no court of oyer and ter- 
miner existed here except as the Supremo 
Court.

'04. Also tho affidavit of Tho8;lB.iIii.niph- 
roys, provincial secretary /sbtlfcingloMiti or- 
der in council relating to 'comriiiBsions as 
also to cancellatiim of the commission of 
8th March, 1880, with an approximate 
list of the number of assizes held with or 
without commissions. He then reveiwad 
at some length tlio grounds he had taken 
and referred to tho opinions expressed by 
the bench as to the desirability of ^abolish- 
ing the system^of;^] issuing comiidiSjsioris. 
He contendeo_fna^iTO^mor<^^^||f»old 
that there shoufd'have^oen abominilsion 
at New Westminster then of course the 
trial was a nullity, but the men not only 
coidd not be discharged but would be lia- 
ble to a .second trial for the samo ofTonse. 

Mr. Thoo. Davie here asked permission 
to make an explanation''to th^'cbutjti] A 
short tiid'e"8ince' IHr attorney 'Ke^^Ktl had 
asked in a miinner, which implied an ac- 
cusation of dislionesty, where ho (Mr. D.) 
liad obtained coi)ies of certain correspon- 
deiico which ho liad before hiin( 

Tho Attorney General — No such impli- 
cation was intended. If it had been I 
should liave put it in broador terms. 

Mr. Davie would now state that, soon 
after receiving instructions to act -with 
his friend (Mr. Bole) on behalf of the 
prisoners, he hid addressed a letter to Mr. 
Justice Crease inquiring whether he had 
presided at the court holden at Now 
' VVestminster by virtuo'of a commission 
and if not by what other authority. Mr. 
.lustice Crease, in a letter dated May 
29th, replied that he had not acted under 
a commission, but for his authority to 
try the pvi.soners he referred prisoners' 
counsel tocorrespondonco betw:een thogov- 
ornment and tho judges on tho subject 
pendingacopy of such correspondence. Ref- 
erence was made in such correspondence 
to the opinions of tho judges on tlio Judi-

Tho Attorney General remarked that 
the Chief J ustico had ^stated that he had 
made a reporr, to Ottawa on the subject' 
and ho would be very glad to learn whati 
its substance was.
